This 18 to adviaa of Bureau policy and procedures 
to follow Mhan receiving infomatlon relative to threata 
against the life of Martin Luther King, Jr. In all 
instances, the Atlanta Office should be expeditiously advised 
80 that the Infortaatlon can in turn be given to the Atlanta, 
Georgia, Police Department which covers King's permanent 
residence. This applies even though the threat indicates 
some action will be carried out in an ax<«a other than Atlanta. 
In addition, if the locale where the threat is to be carried 
out is knov/n, the field ofi'ice covering the locale should be 
expeditiously advised so that the infonaation can be promptly 
furnlahed to local authorities. 

The Bureau should be expeditiously advised of all 
threats and the information included in a letterhead memorandum 
suitable for dissemination. If the initial cononunlcatlon 
(such as a teletype or radiogram) does not include a 
letterhead siemoranduin, It should close with a statement that a 
letterhead memorandum follows. The initial conmunication 
should also advise as to what action the eubraittlng office has 
taken and what. If any, further action It Intends to take as 
well as action which is being requested of any other receiving 
offices .

Chattanooga News-Free Press , Chattanooga, Tenn., in 
issue 9/29/59 contained a news item reporting that HFS, whose 
main educational building had been padlocked as a "public 
nuisance" was trying to organize a "protest" by "friends" to 
the Tennessee Governor. It was reported that earlier in the 
month Highlander was found to have been selling beer to minors 
and adults without a license. It was reported the Rev. S. S. 
S£AY, Negro Executive Secretary of the Montgomery Improvement 
Association, Montgomery , Ala., had condemned the padlocking. 
It was noted in the article that KING was president of this 
association. 1'he news item stated that in a publicity release 
from the MIA it was stated "the NAACP and its official family,

"Rev. M. L. KING, Jr., Montgomery Improvement Assoc., 530 C. 
So, Union, Montgomery, Ala", It was reported these cards 
were broken down into sections of guarantors, funds, college 
service funds, unions and foundations. The card bearing 
KING'S name was reported to be under the section "guarantors". 
The source indicated that the word "guarantors" indicates the 
name was under a special section of names apparently made up 
of people who had guaranteed to contribute a certain amount 
periodically; however, this was not fully explained. 

An article appearing in the Chattanooga Daily Times , 
Chattanooga, Tenn., in issue 2/23/61 datelined Atlanta, re- 
ported that the Southern Christian Leadership Conference and 
Highlander Folk School had joined forces to train Negro leaders 
for the Civil Rights struggle. It was reported that KING was 
head of the SCLC and a conference spokesman was reported to 
have said eleven NegDoes had completed a week's training at 
Highlander and another class was expected. 

The article continued that some observers had said 
the affiliation of Dr. KING'S organization with Highlander 
raised serious questions of prestige for KING'S group. JAMES R. 
WOOD, Administrative Assistant to Dr, KING, said the SCLC is 
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awai^e of the problem but he asserted "we find no reason 
not to cooperate with any organization that is interested 
in the development of full citizenship for Americans which 
cannot be proved to have conducted itself in a manner which 
is not American or patriotic". It is noted that the article 
contained no information that KING was engaged in any capa- 
city at the school.

NOTE; Sipiinj: or dislribu(in{;this Declaration of Conscience might be construed 
as a violalioH of the Universal Military Training and Service Act, which prohibits 
aiivi$i>iff persons facing the draft to refuse service. Penalties of up to 5 years 
i»ipyison)iicnt, aitd/or a fine of $5,000 arc provided. While prosecutions under 
this provision of the law almost never occur, persons sigtting or distributing this 
declaration should face the possibility of serious consequences.
